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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues that Roberts fails to disclose the limitation of "a plurality of reset signal lines disposed along the row direction, each 
being associated with one pixel row for supplying a reset signal". In support of this, applicant points out that Roberts discloses an NOR 
gate (64), which receives inputs from the address traces (56 and 58). When they are both low, the NOR gate(64) resets the pixel via the 
switch (70). Thus, according to the applicant, the row signal line (58) cannot be the claimed reset signal line. 

The Examiner disagrees with this position. Firstly, the claim language does not require that the reset signal lines be only one signal 
line. Secondly, even if the claim language did require an interpretation of only one signal line, the Examiner maintains that the address 
trace (58) can be interpreted to be the reset signal line, since it plays an active role in the resetting of the pixel. Even though the 
implementation of the reset function involves more that just trace (58), it still plays a role in the resetting of the pixel and therefore, can be 
interpreted to be a reset signal line. For this reason, the rejections from the previous office action will be maintained. 
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
